A solution was found, 
but it has run out. 

"This is the first time 
we've had to declare a 
closing year," said chief 
executive officer of the 
Fort Erie Live Racing 
Consortium (FELRC), Jim 
Thibert. 

He also explained that 
an extension has been 
applied for on the FELRC's 
license with the Ontario 
Racing Commission, hop¬ 
ing one will be granted 


until March 2013. 

Thibert said this would 
allow the rest of the 2012 
meet to run smoothly and 
without it, the process of 
closing the doors would 
have to begin too soon. 

"It would intrude on our 
race operations for this 
year," said Thibert. 

Thibert said the track 
closing before the last 
scheduled race date in 
October is not something 
he sees happening. 

"As long as we have 
horses and audiences, 
we'll be there," said 
Thibert. 


He also said the track's 
finances for this year are 
in place for a great sea¬ 
son, what is left of it. 

"We have enough 
resources to handle all 
our expenses," said 
Thibert. 

The racing consortium 
is also petitioning the 
Ontario Racing 

Commission to take a 
look at leftover purse 
accounts at the end of the 
season, to see if rebating 
some of the track's loyal 
horsemen and women is 
feasible. 

"There's a real possibil¬ 
ity they could see a bonus 
in April," he said. 

If there is operating 
money left, Thibert said it 
is possible some of the 
track's long-standing 
employees could see 
some of it. Donations may 
also be made to horse 
rescue organizations, 
since there will be several 
horses without homes 
once the track closes. 

"We want to support 
them responsibly," he

Paul Collard did not cam¬ 
paign against the Crystal 
Beach Gateway project, says 
the councillor elected in 2010 
to represent Stevensville. 

In the June 2 edition of the 
Fort Erie Times, editor Kris 
Dube wrote an editorial 
about mayor Doug Martin's 
recommendation to elimi¬ 
nate the six ward system the 
Town of Fort Erie governs 
itself under at the moment. 

He wrote that the 2014 
election results would be dif¬ 
ferent and made reference to 
certain members of the cur¬ 
rent council campaigning 
against the 12-storey condo 
development near Crystal 
Beach, that has made head¬ 
lines for a number of years 
since first being introduced. 

Collard said that while he 
was on the campaign trail, 
the Canadian Motor 
Speedway was the topic of 


discussion with Ward 6 resi¬ 
dents, much more than the 
Bay Beach project was. 

"That was the issue," said 
Collard. 

As for the condos, he has 
expressed concern over its 
location but as a candidate in 
the election, Collard said 
there was hardly any men¬ 
tion of it. 

"I never campaigned on it 
and I never really spoke on 
it," said Collard.

Brief History of Fort Erie Fire Company # 1 

When Hie Village of Fort Erie was incorporated in 1857, it did not register an official Fire Company to protect its 
town. Records indicate that in Jane of 18(2 - almost exactly 5 years after incorporaHng - a large fire brake out 
in the Village of Fort Erie. Evidence paints to the fire starting at Johnson's Tavern (also known as the C 
on Queen Street. This was a known gambling hall which also held regular boxing matches for its clienteli 
residents of the Village. 

The fire rolled down Queen Street to Niagara Street, spread North along Niagara Street to Forsythe Street, and then 
headed West up Forsythe Street. Everything in the path of the lire was consumed and the Village af Fart Erie did 
not have trained personnel or equipment available ta battle the blaze.

Good people of Fort Erie, as you may be aware, on April 30, 2012 the Province of Ontario closed 
the OLG Slots at Fort Erie Race Track. Not only did this throw more than 200 people out of 
work, but also induced the loss of 85 more jobs at the Fort Erie Race Track tied directly to 
supporting the Slots operation. 

Further, the Province retracted the long-standing revenue sharing program with Ontario Race 
Tracks, which means, they have effectively closed the Fort Erie Race Track, and this will be the 
last season for thoroughbred racing in Fort Erie. This is in addition to the implementation of 
Provincial policies that are hindering growth opportunities and our future prosperity, including; 
Provincially Significant Wetlands policy which sterilizes our industrial land potential along the 
QEW and restrictions on our ability to expand our Urban Service Boundaries where we need to 
accommodate development demand.

Jockey trots along her own path 


> Francine 
Villeneuve is

When she began her 
career in horse racing, 
Francine Villeneuve began a 
journey that would one day 
lead her to become the 
female jockey with the most 
wins in Canadian thorough¬ 
bred racing history. 

She was the first female 
jockey in Canadian racing 
history to reach 1,000 career 

Villeneuve is being induct¬ 
ed into the Fort Erie Sports 
Wall of Fame and she says 
it's an honour to be recog¬ 
nized within such an impor¬ 
tant community. 

Villeneuve was born in 
Ottawa on July 22, 1964 and 
since of the age of six, she 
says she remembers riding 
horses—they are her pas¬ 
sion, and they are a big part 
of her life. 

Villeneuve says she wasn't 
sure what she wanted to do 
for the rest of her life—but 
she was sure it involved 
horses. To determine what 
her path would be, 
Villeneuve began a course in 
equine studies at Humber 
College. 

It was at Humber College 
that Villeneuve says she met 
a professor that changed her 
life—her teacher and men¬ 
tor helped Villeneuve get a 
job at a Woodbine Racetrack 
in Toronto. 

"While taking that course, 
my instructor took me under 
her wing," says Villeneuve. 

"I'm not sure why she 
choose me—maybe it's 
because I was the right 


Villeneuve entered the 
world of horse racing in 1984 
when she took a job as a hot 
walker, walking horses to 
cool them down after work¬ 
outs or long races. 

When Villeneuve rode her 
first race in 1987, riding 
Autumn Lyric, she had to 
prove she belonged. At that 
time, there were very few 
female jockeys, says 
Villeneuve. 

The jockey says she came 
across many people in the 
industry who said they have 
never dealt with a female 
jockey—but things have cer¬ 
tainly changed and female 
jockeys are becoming more 
common, Villeneuve says. 

Although she isn't sure 
her success in the industry 
has necessarily helped open 
doors for other female jock¬ 
eys, Villeneuve says she had 
plenty of opportunity and 
the right support. 

"I think people realize at a 
young age that many people 
face adversity—not just 
women." 

It wasn't always easy, and 
it took a lot of confidence 
and "very broad shoulders," 
to keep on going, she adds. 

Over the next 24 years, 
Villeneuve says her life 
involved staying in top phys¬ 
ical shape, long days of dif¬ 
ficult work, no vacations or 
holidays and putting her life 
on-the- 
line as she 
road hors¬ 
es at neck- 
breaking 
speeds.

says Villeneuve. 

She moved to Fort Erie in 
1990 because of the free¬ 
dom and the small-town 
feel that the Fort Erie Race 
Track offered. 

"The track has authentic¬ 
ity, it's picture perfect and 
it's a great place for horses. 

They just like it there." 

At the time, the jockey 
never thought she would 
achieve so much in her 
career—she took a second 
place finish in the 1991 
Queen’s Plate, competed in 
the Breeders’ Cup Distaff, 
finishing second in the 
Prince of Wales in 2005 and 
Villeneuve went on to win 
the Avelino Gomez 
Memorial Award for her 
contribution to racing. 

She is the first and only 
female rider to receive this 
award—past winners 

include horse racing leg¬ 
ends Larry Attard, Robin 
Platts and Sandy Hawley.
